Attempt To Form A Monopoly. 


Protest By British Merchants. 


Woe understand thet. this morning the 


.| provincial authorities of Kwantung—at- 


tempted to put into force u series of new 
and vexitiouy regulations whereby the 
opium trade of the pravince could be 
virtually tured into a monopoly. Tile 
regulations provide that certain licensed 
traders in opium in tho Province should’ 
form a combination ; that none but. these. 
traders shall be allowe ‘to deal in opium! 
and that no frest-additions to the amber

As this is virtually placing a restraint 


upon the right of {roo trade, besides ereat- 
iug 2 monopoly, which is contrary to the 
spirit of the treaties with foreign Powers, 
the British Con-ul at Canton has formally 
protested against tho now regulations being 
put into force, and has urged a re-con- 
sideration of ‘the question.. The Hong- 
kong Chamber of Commerte; we ,un- 
derstand, is also’ moving vigorously 
in the matter, while the’ authorities 
and the, Pross at home aro boing advised 
of ‘the, latest move of the Kwantung 
Officials to get tho opium trade into their 
hands, ¢ will be remembered that a 
similar attempt.was made by the provincial 
authorities at Nanking last - year, but 
the prompt notion of the Hongkong Cham- 
ber of Commerce and other b-dies: acting 
with the British officials nipped tho pro- 
posal i itt the bud.
